WHEREAS,  The  NPS  Grant  requires  that  the  Building  be  nominated  to  be 
placed  on  the  National  Register  of  Historic  Places  and  Tenant  submitted 
an  application  for  such  nomination  to  the  California  State  Office  of 
Historic  Preservation  on  August  31,  2010;  and 

WHEREAS,  Tenant  will  use  NPS  Grant  funds  to  pay  the  $1 5,000 
preservation  easement  fee  that  SFAH  requires  to  accept  the  Easement  and 
Tenant  has  requested  that  City  grant  the  Easement  to  the  SFAH;  and
